2. Would you please take another look at the subject 
matter. While we feel we get enough qualified candidates, do 
we perceive any weak areas in the educational structure of the 
U.S.? In other words, is there any area of study which we feel 
is not adequately covered in the educational system? Another 
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area to look at would be what programs across the U.S. we feel 
are particularly meritorious and what makes them sa, and is there 
anything that can be said about using such programs as models. 
The Committee also has indicated that they feel the private sector 
is beginning to pull out of studics in the arms control area of 
international relations. Is this an important areca? Who will 
fill the gap if the private sector pulls out? Does the gap need 
filling? Other areas which we might address would be what are 
the future educational needs of the U.S. Government in terms of 
international matters? Where should the U.S. be going? Will 

the current educational structure (combination of Federal, State, 
and private institutions) be sufficient for the future? Should 
Congress be looking at any particular areas that may need help?
